The Victroy was, tired when. he. was

this the start for Gen. Grant's tomb was 
arranged for 3 o’cleck in the afternoon. 
The Plans Were made by Gen. Ruger, his 
staff officers, Major Davis and Capt. Mills; 
Col. Grant; and Gen, Horace Porter,’ Presi- 
dent of the Grant Memorial lation. 

Six open landaus drew up at the entrance 
of the Waldorf at the appvinted hour, and 
with them were a dozen hansom cabs. The 
police arrangements were elaborate and 
adequate. Acting Imspector Harley man- 
, aged, the start, Along the line of route 
were Acting Inspectors Brooks and 
O'Keefe, dna Acting Inspector Thompson 
had charge of the Grant tomb and monu- 
ment and their approaches. 

The course for the carriages was Thir- 
ty-thicd : Street, Fifth Avenue, Fifty-sev- 
enth Street, Broadway, the ‘jrand Circle, 
the Boulevard to Seventy-second S-reet, 
the Riverside Drive to the tomb. The re- 
turn was made by One Hundred end Twen- 
ty-second Street, Morningside Avenue, One 
Hundred and Tenth Street to Park = en- 
trance at Eighth Avenue, through the 
Park to the East Drive and Sixty-second 
Street, and to Col. Grant's house, 25 East 
Sixty-second Street. . From there the car- 
riages returned to the Waldorf by Sixty- 
second Street and Fifth Avenue.

Germany’s Inereased Sugar Bounties 
and Their Results. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—-Consul General 
Mills, at Honolulu, supplementing a former 
report calling attention to the diversion of 
Hawatlian trade from San Francisco, to New- 
York, writes to the department .under, date 
of Aug. 33,» that, .diiring.the six months 
endéa June 80, thé total exports from 
Honolulu tothe. United States were valued 
at $8,748,526.40, against $4,499,916.27 for the 
corresponding period last year, an increase 
of nearly $4,000,000. Of this total $8,542,781.64 
represents the value of sugar sent to Amer!i-

Consu! Muth, at Magdeburg, in a report 
to the State Department, says the first 
reply to Germany in reference to increased 
sugar bounties comes from Austria, where 
the consumption tax has been increased 
from $4.45 to $5.26 per 100 kilos raw sugar 
net, and the total amount of export bounty 
to be granted by the Government has gone 
up from $2,023,000 to $3,641,400. The new 
law went into operation Aug. i, and lasts 
one year. 

France, for the presént, has only in- 
creased the duty 68 cents on raw sugar and 
87 cents on refined grades per 100 kilos, to 
prevent German sugar entering the coun- 
try to compete with her own product, but 
she is confidently expected to increase the 
secret export bounty soon, or pay an open 
bounty to meet German sugar in the world's 
market.

‘SEEN AGAIN 


IT WAS 190 FEET LONG AND 10! 
ke ab 
FEET IN\ DIAMETER. 
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Capt. Peabody-of the Tam_,o’ Shanter 
Furnishes the Story in His Own 
‘Manuscript, and His Wife and 
Daughter Vouch for Its Authen- 
ticity—Contribution That Will Aid 
Zoologists in the Study of Snakes, 
Their Size and Habits. 


There is an old story, and not an unfa-: 
miljar one, that in the long, long ago, a 
very good man drove all the snakes out of 
& very beautiful isle over the seas. While 
its authenticity has never been successfully 
refuted, it seems particularly appropriate 
that it should have remaihed for the good 


ship Tam o’ Shanter to have discovered evi- 
dence that lifts. the old story out of the 
realm of legendary lore into which it was 
prone to fall and give it an inalienable 
place in the pages of natural history. 

It should be remarked in passing that 
the Tam o’ Shanter is as fine a Yankee clip- 
per as ever salled the seas, albeit that some 
twenty years have passed since she took 
her maiden dip. Like most of the big ships 
that fly the Stars and Stripes from the 
monkeys gaff, her dainty forefoot first 
cleaved the waters off the rugged coast of 
Maine. Her skipper comes from somewhere 
down East, too, and he has been going 
down to the sea in ships ever since he was 
old enough to go as cabin boy. 

Capt. Peabody—that is his name—lives as 
he sails. He takes with him on all of his 
long voyages his wife and six-year-old 
daughter, a sweet little girl with bright 
blue eyes and a cluster of ringlets that 
might gauge the purity of gold. She says 
she’s always going to sea. At present she 
is also going to school, for each morning her 
mamma rings the gschoolbell, and. little 
Claire goes tripping to the main cabin, 
books under arm, and says to her mamma, 
“Good morning, teacher.” 

Then her mother, whose education was re- 
ceived not far from Boston, drills her in the 
rudimentary studies. Already she can write 
her name, Claire Leonore Francis; the word 
‘dificult ’ and “ Phiiadelphia,” besides sev- 
eral other big words, and she can also play 
the piano, counting time ag she fingers the 
keys and reading as she goes the “ exercises 
for beginners.”” There is a good upright 
pieno in the cabin, cabinets filied with fine 
porcelains and the trophies of the mariner 
gathered in many climes. Just off the cab- 
in the Captain’s room, is a carefuliy se- 
lected and well-stocked Hbrary. 

And all this is by way of preface to a 
story which Capt. Peabody told yesterday 
afternoon, when the Tam o' Shanter, 110 
days from Hongkong, with teas, mattings, 
&e., dropped anchor in the upper bay. 

The average sea Captain, everybody 
knows, is as tight as a clam, and leuves to 
“Jack, A. B.,” the spinning, of the yarns 
that enter into the fabric of briny romance. 
Hénce’ it’ ig ‘thatthe ‘mating reporté +, iho 
roust “faithfully picture in cold typi ‘thdse 
marvels of the deep whith he has never 
witnessed, Is often sore distraught. The 
frame may be constructed out of the ship's 
log, but the color and the saline flavor 
comes from * Jack.”’ 

Capt. Peabody knows how to talk, and If 
he did not he could never answer the 
countless questions with which little Claire 
besets him, She knows the name of pretty 
nearly everything in a ship from. keel to 
truck, though she sometimes gets the spank- 
er mixed up with the jibs. Be that as it 
may, the Captain hesitated about telling the 
story he brought with him. “ U%eless, gen- 
tlemen,” he said; #* nobody will believe it.” 


Snakes Impeded Fast Sailing. 

So many 
snakes that for fifty miles the speed of the 
ship was impeded. They were green snakes, 
that is, they had. green. backs and green 
stripes down their sides. There were so 
many of them, however, that the Captain 
thought they must have been the multiplied 
progeny, of, and not the original exiles 
from, the Emerald Isle, which, by the way, 
had been given a wide berth, for it was off 
the Island of Borneo that the Tam o’ Shan- 


| ter encountered them. 


The reptiles were not of any known land 
variety. The Captain calls them blue-water 
snakes. Blue-water snakes abound in the 
Wastern ocean, but In no such quantities as 
to suggest. a solution of the “ original” 
snake story, There was one‘snake, how- 


‘ever, In this lot that must have been old J 


enough to have cast light on the knotty 
question, if there are any doubting Thom- 
ases left. 

He was the largest of all, and it should 
be said that the snakes varied from three 
feet up to—but the Captain tells the story 
well himself. That is, he didn’t tell it, but 
he had written it; and as the paper is an 
interesting contribution to the cause of sci- 
ence, a transcription was secured, docu- 
mentary evidence generally saving greater 
weight than mere word-of mouth report. 
As will be seen, the Captain has been at 
great pains to fortify the veracity of the 
story. As he first read It over, little Claire 
interjected comments that left no shade of 
doubt as to its accuracy. 


Captain Was Not Joking. 


“They looked ke horwid beasts,” she 
said. 

Capt. Péabody was not at all in a joo-— 
ular mood, for he suffered great pain from 
a carbancle gn the back of the neck, and 
at first only answered briefly questions 
that were put to him, but he said not a 
word at that time of the large snake or 
sea gerpent, nor of a bloody battle be- 
‘tween a dolphin, a shark, and an alligator 
and the final devouring of the shark by a 
sea serpent that would put the water re- 
sort specimen to ignominious, rout. ~ 

It was only when he found his inter- 
viewers inexorably persistent that he con- 
fessed to an experience that he had writ- 


ten down for his own satisfaction, but had 


no idea of reporting or even entering in his 
official log lest it excite inquiry as to the 
general state of his health at ‘about the 
‘time the Tam o’ Shanter was being wafted 
along by the spice-laden breezes that came 
from shores of Borneo. _ Here ig the 
Captain's story: 

“An account of the sta sérpent as eccn 
from the deck of the ship Tam O'Shanter, 
off the coast of Borneo. : 

“Clark Russell says: ‘An old. eailor once.

, and, I may add, 
en passant, only one of the many ‘ remark- 
able incidents’ I hear the landsmen call 
them, that has happened during my thirty- 
four years of sea life. However, without. 
‘fear or favor, I shall now proceed to give 
the account as entered at the time of the 
occurrence in my private logbook. 


The Captunin’s Own Story. 


“May 28, 1806.—At daylight the low land 
of Borneo in sight of the ship, exactly on 
the equator, and in longitude 109 degrees 
7 minutes east, I noticed that the water 


} on the port side of the ghip looked very 


muddy, while that on the starboard, or off- 
shore side, was quite blue. 

“On pulling up a bucket of water from 
either side of the ship we found that the 
blue water was, as we expecied, quite salt, 
while the muddy water on the port. side 
was as nearly fresh as water could be 
under such conditions. 

“This fresh water had, without doubt, 
been driven so far off shore by one of the 
many estuaries of the Pontiniak River, the 
tides of which are very strong, especially 
on the ebb, when the fresh water forces 
its way for fully five miles off shore, and 
for some unexplained reason lo me refus- 
ing to amalgamate with the salt water. 

“ Large numbers of sharks, all sorts of 
other fishes, and snakes were seen on 
the blue-water side. Some of the snakes 
were of immense size, while the smallest, 
which came very close to the ship, were 
not less than three feet long. They were 
of all imaginable colors, some of the long 
ones being very prettily striped and others 
spotted, but green predominated. 

**On the port, or fresh-water side, a num- 
ber of old alligators and huge catfish, such 
as we catch in the Southern rivers, were to 
be seen swimming close to the dividing 
line of fresh and salt water, and every 
once in a while one could be seen making 
a dash at the dolphin, or bonita, and, seiz- 
ing the fish in its jaws, swim back to fresh 
water and eat its unfortunate victim at 
leisure. 

* But the alligators were not always so 
fast in their excursions, for we saw one 
who had to pay dearly for his temerity in’ 
trying to seize a most beautiful dolphin 
that was at the moment being hotly pur- 
sued by an immense shark. Alligator and 
shark both seized the dolphin at the same 
moment, and in an instant we beheld a 
most terrific conflict. 


An Unfortunate Saurian, 


“The shark, in the m@lée, managed to 
seize the alligator’s right hind leg in its 
mouth, and, keeping itself well under wa- 
ter to avoid the frightful leshings of the 
*gator’s terrible tail, it simply steered the 
unfortunate saurian out into the blue, or 
salt, water; this appeared to be more than 
Mr. Alligator could stand, for we saw that 
he rapidly grew weaker. The sharp ap- 
peared to be able to realize that he had 
his antagonist out of his element, for he 
suddenly let go his bulldog hold on the leg, 
and, making a most terrific dash at the 
"gator’s stomach, literally tore its entrails 
out. 

“The blood from the combatants attract- 
ed every one of the salt water and fresh 
denizens in the vicinity to the scene of 
combat, and the utmost confusion appeared 
to prevail, but at the same time we could 
see from our deck that the larger and more 
powerful of the fishes had formed pools or 
syndicates, and as-e result the’ small fishes) 
on both’ gides disappearéi jn very short 
order. We sée the same thing on the Stock 
Exchange every once in a while,

the turmoil in the water was growing less 
our attention was called to the other side 
of the ship. We there saw a sight such 
as we had never seen before, and never 
believed any man could have seen. 

“Not even Marco Pole, Baron Munchau- 
sen, or George Francis Train in their wild- 
est flights of imagination ever attempted 
describing such a monster as we saw, danc- 
ing with easy undulations toward the 
bloody spot of water, and without doubt it 
was the veritable sea serpent, and a ser- 
pent among sea serpents at that. 

*“ Every writer who has seen it gives a 
different description of the sea serpent. In 
fact, it appears to be like Proteus, the 
marine god of ancient mythology, whose 
distinguishing characteristic was the facul- 
ty of transforming himself into different 
shapes. 

A Missionary’s Reminiscence. 

“The Greenland missionary” (and who 
could doubt the veracity of a missionary?) 
Egede tells us in his journal that on the 
6th of July, 1784, ‘there appeared a very 
large and frightful sea monster, which 
raised itself so high out of the water that 
its head reached above our maintop. It 
had a long, sharp snout, very broad flap- 
pers, and spouted water like a whale. The 
body seemed to be covered with scales, the 
skin was uneven and wrinkled, and the 
lower part was formed like a snake.’ 

“ According to this estimable man this par- 
ticular snake must have been fully 150 feet 
long. Another writer saw it off the Island 
of St. Helena. He describes it as having 
a head like a long nun buoy, and in dlam- 
eter about 7 or 8 feet in the widest part, 
and about 200 feet long, although the boat- 
swain and several! of the crew who viewed 
it from the topgallant forecastle estimated 
it to be fully 500 feet long. 

“It had a kind of scroll or tuft of loose 
skin encircling it about two feet from its 
head. It was also geen in the same local- 
ity by the crew of the British man-of-war 
Daedalus. They also gave a very different 
description of the monster snake. 

“Capt. Cook, in one of his many voyages, 
saw ‘abundance of water snakes, one of 
which attempted to board: our ship, but 
the men succeeded in beating it off.’ 

“Capt. Cook does not give this particular 
snake's dimensions, but we must presume it 
to have been a monster, as we are told that 
tthe crew of Capt. Cook's ship, the Endeavour, 
consisted of eighty-four persons besides the 
commander. Now we all know !: would not 
have taken eighty-four persons to ‘ beat off’ 
an advancing stake, but enough of quot- 


Description of the Monster.

Want His Family Notified. 


A stylishly dressed young man, describing 
himself as Joseph, Baron von Rabeneck, of 
Philadelphia, was arraigned in the Centre 
Street Police Court yesterday morning on 
a charge of snatching a woman’s pocket- 
book. 7 

The complainant was Miss Til) e Olark, a 


resident of Jersey City Heights. Accord- 
ing to her story, she had dined in a restau- 
rant Saturday evening near the Cortlandt 
Street Ferry, and had walked up Vesey 
Street to Church Street, where she turned 
south, and had gone but a few steps when 
the Baron came up from behind and seized 
her purse, containing 25 cents and some 
small trinkets. : 

Her screams were heard by Policeman 
Holly of the Church Street Station, to whom 
she told her story. She pointed out the 
rapidiy disappearing alleged robber, and 
the officer ran after the man and arrested 
him. He indignantly denied the theft. 

When arraigned before Magistrate Crane, 
the Baron pleaded guilty, and refused to 
say anything more. Magistraie Crane then 
committed him to the Tombs Prison. He 
will be tried in the Court of Special Ses- 
sions. Later the Baron told his story. He 
speaks fairly good English, which, he says, 
he learned in Australia eight years ago 
while visiting there with a brother. 

“I was born in the’ Rhine Province,” 
he sald. ‘“‘ My father, Baron Raheneck, who 
is now dead, was a Colonel in the German 
Army. -I was educated In the Universities 
of Bahn and Gittingen. Later I became 
a Lieutenant in the German Army. A ghort 
time ago I became acquainted with a poor 
girl in the town where I was stationed. I 
was about to marry her, when my mother 
interfered, having other arrangements for 
my marriage. Then I could not marry 
the girl I fled to this country, arriving in 
Philadelphia, 

“I had plenty of money, but it did not 
last long, and I was soon penniless. I be- 
camé so reduced that I was compelled to 
accept a position as a lunchman in a café. 
I came to New-York and got work in Mill- 
er’s saloon, at 735 Seventh Avenue, at $3.50 
@ week, ani was finally, after one week, 
compelled to leave. 
everywhere. I got 


up at 4 o’clock and 


watched the papers, but could get nothing. | 


Ninally, after being without food for twa 


days, I went to the German Society. They | 


gave me three tickets for one-cent meals, 
“T went to the piace, but when I saw 
the Gharbeter of the men there I could not

There’ I met two German mén, to whom I 
told my story. They asked me why I did 
not snMaich sOme woman’s purse if I was 
hungry. I waiked up to where this hap- 
pened and watched half a dozen women 
go by, but could not bring’ myself to take 
their purses. Then this lady came by, and 
when she was close, I cannot tell you how 
I did it, because I seemed blinded, but al- 
most before I knew it I had her purse and 
was running away. Then I saw the police- 
man coming and was arrested, and I am 
glad that I am to be punished for what I 
have done.”’ 

The young Baron told his story, not with 
the air of a man seeking newspaper noto- 
riety, but with much nervousness and hesi- 
tation, and no Httle urging was required 
to get him to tell certain parts, particu- 
larly when he referred to his acquaintance 
with the peasant’s daughter, 

Baron von Rabeneck said he had three 
brothers, the eldest, Franz, being a Cap- 
tain in the French Army. His younger 
brother, Paul, he stated, was a Lievtenant 
in the same service, stationed in Algiers. 
Carl, another brother, was a Lieutenant 
in the Magdeburger Foot Artillery, one of 
the Kaiser’s crack regiments. His mother, 
he said, was living at Kobiltz, Germany. 
He also said he did not wish to communi- 
cate with his family, and would not go 
back until he had money.

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MILES OF FOREST BURNED. 


Stretches of Timber on the Columbia 
River Still Ablaze. 


ASTORIA, Oregon, Aug. 30.—Forest fires 
are still raging in the vicinity of Oakpoint, 
Washington, but a change in the wind has 
deflected the flames northward, and Oak- 
point Clty, as well as several large can- 
neries on the Columbia River, which were 
threatened, are now out of danger. 

Benson’s logging camp, the largest plant 
in this section, was totally destroyed by fire 
last night. Loss, $40,000. Twenty square 
miles of heavy timber has been consumed, 
entailing a loss of nearly $500,000. The fire 
is mow well back in the forest, and several 
logging camps are threatened. Settlers have 
removed their stock and effects to places 
of safety; and, so far as known, no lives 
have been lost. 

The country for miles around is cuwained 
with a dense cloud of smoke, and naviga- 
tion on the Columbia is rendered very 
hazardous,

awekened when Johnston covered the first 
half of the irreguiar track in one minute 
and half a second. The high-wheel sulky, 
with its old-fashioned axle, was then in 
Vogue, and horses that could approach a 
two-minute clip drawing such a load were 
scarce. This wonderful exhibition proved 
to be the forerunner of an awakened inter- 
est, and before the week was over an extra 
day was added, when Guy played a star 
engagement and succeeded in his attempt 
to break the track record, then held by 
Maud S. 

o.% 

The little black gelding had fiashed into 
Prominence early in 1888 at Detroit, where 
he won his first race in the three-minute 
class by distancing the whole field in the 
first heat, which he trotted in 2:16%. He 
had an up-and-down career ‘through the 
Grand Circuit, which began that year at 
Cleveland, being able to win the free-for-all 
at Buffalo, but meeting defeat in the slow- 
er classes at Rochester, MUHartford, 
Springfield, where be was engaged in con- 
tests for big purses and stakes that ranged 
in value from $5,000 $10,000. In New- 
England this sensational trotter had a dis- 
astrous time, getting shut out in the first 
heat of the Charter Oak Stake, at Hart- 
ford, and meeting a similar fate at Spring- 
field a week later in another valuable event. 
At Fleetwood Park, Guy was more fortu- 
nate, and, after winning his race with ri- 
diculous ease over a pretty strong field, 
“he was suddenly raised to the distinction of 
a special performer against time. The re- 
sult was a mile in 2: _— that remained un- 
beaten until the bicycle sulky superseded 
the slower one, hob the swift-footed but 
unreliable trotter drew on that occasion. 
This incident has been almost forgotten in 
the more rapid flights that have been 
reached of late years, but there is no doubt 
that this really great performance of eight 
years ago was the one that turned the tide 
of opposition or indifference, and helped to 
restore harness racing to favor in the metro- 
politan district. 

AS for Guy, his progress toward the cham- 
pionship was hampered by bad management, 
80 that his phenomenal speed and staying 
Power were largely wasted. 
out of sight for several seasons until D. J. 
Campau of Detroit purchased the gelding 
when he was well along in years, and 
brought him once more into notice by secur- 
ing the record for unsexed trotters with 
him durihg the Detroit meeting of 1893. 
This mile to sulky in 2:09% was succeeded 
by one to. wagon in 2:18 a few days later, 
two remarkable feats for a horse that had 
lost the fire and doubtless much of the 
speed he possessed when he aroused New- 
Yorkers from their apathy nearly five years 
hefore. Since then Guy has been passing a 
quiet life as a roadster, and, while the 
Grand Circuit meeting was in progress at 
Detroit last month, he was presented to 
Matthew Riley, an enthusiastic horseman 
ef this city, who was at one time President 
of the Driving Club of New-York. While 
the present troop of aspirants for fame and 
fortune are striving for the mastery at 
Fieetwood Park, the older champion, whose 
record to wagon still remains unbeaten, 
will doubtless be an occupant of one of the 
hitching stalls at the rear of the clubhouse 
Overlooking the scene of his former tri- 
umph. .

"Jersey Athletic Club Grounds at 
Bayonne Sept. 28—A Strong Team 
will Oppose. the Visitors—Some- 
thing About the Men from Aus- 
tralia Who Have Made a Remark- 
able Record at the Game. 


There is to be another great international 
cricket contest hereabout this year, for 
the negotiations between the New-Jersey 
Athletic Club and the Australians Have been 
concluded satisfectorily, and the famous 
antipodean willow wielders will be seen at 
Bayonne Wednesday and Thursday, Sept. 
23 and 24. 

Previous to the game here, the Austra- 


lians will meet the Gentlemen of Philadel- 
phia on the grounds of the Germantown 
Cricket Club on Friday, Saturday, and 
Monday, Sept. 18, 19, and 21, and they will 
play two more games in the Quaker City 
on the grounds of the Belmont and Merion 
Clubs, They will play no further gameg in 
the East, but they may ‘possibly play in 
Chicago, and will meet an eleven of: All 
California in San Francisco. ¥ 

The Australians bave this year a most 
powerful combination, and, according to the 
records made in E..gland, it should certain- 
y prove the strongest aggregation that has 
ever visited this country. 

The team comprises in all fourteen play- 
ers, in addition to Harry Musgrove, the 
manager, the party being mace up of G. H. 
8. Trott, G. Giffen, H. Graham, C. Hil) -F, 
A. Iredale, J. Darling, T. R. McKibben, A. 
E. Johns, C. J, HBady, H. Donnan, E. 
Jones, 8. E. Gregory, H. Trumble, and J, 
J. Kelly. 

Harry Musgrove, the manager, has proved 
himself one of the mest popular conductors 
of any team sent out by the Australians. 
He was selected for the position from no 
less than thirty-one candidates, among 
whom were such well-known figures in 
Australian cricket as H. F. Boyle, J. Cress- 
well, and R. W. Mcleod. Although 2 resi- 
dent of Australia for thirty years, Mr. Mus- 
grove is an Englishman by birth, having 
been born in Surrey in 1864. He is a mem- 
ber of the East Melbourne Club, and, al- 
though engaged in the theatrical profes- 
sion, which necessitates considerable trav- 
eling at times, he has proved a reliable 
bat, and has even been selected to represent 
Australia against England. This was dur- 
ing Shaw and Shrewsbury’s tour, and Mr. 
Musgrove proved the wisdom of the com- 
mittee’s choice by scoring 109 against the 
Nottingham combination. 

That fine specimen of physical manhood 
who captained the last Australian team, J. 
McCarthy Blackham, will be missed from 
the present aggregation. His place as Cap- 
tain, however, has been acceptably filled by 
George Henry Steven Trott, more familiarly 
known as “Harry” Trott. He is a Victo- 
rian, just thirty years of age, and is one 
of the finest all-round cricketers in the 
Colonies. He made his first appearance in 
England with the sixth Australian team in 
1888, and so great was his success with the 
bat that no Australian team has visited 
England since without him. He has made 
many big scores, and is credited with 187 
egainst Cambridge; while in the firat test 
match against Engiand this year he made 
143 against such bowlers as Richardson, 
Lohmann, Hearn, and Hayward. He is 
also a good slow bowler, with a puzzling 
leg break, as Bostonians have every reason 
to remember, for In the last game against 
eighteen of All Massachusetts Trott took 
8 wickets for 20 runs in ths first innings 
and 10 for 5 in the second, 

The man most feared on the team in 
England is BE. Jones, the fast bowler, who 
is said to be more speedy than Spofforth. 
He has earned the soubriquet of “ Tear- 
away.” He is a South Australian, twenty- 
seven years of age, and in addition to his 
ability with the bail, he is a powerful hit- 
ter, who not infrequently runs up a score. 
Although he has been playing for several 
years now it was only last season Jones 
made his reputation, when South Australia’s 
victory in the intercolonial match® over 
Victoria was due to his effective bowling in 
the second innings, when he took 6 wickets 
for 15 runs. This year in England he took 
7 wickets for 36 runs against Yorkshire, 4 
for 18 against Surrey, and 8 for:74 against 
the Players. 

The veteran George Giffen is well known 
in this country. He was born at Adelaide 
in 1859, but he is still one of the keenest of 
cricketers, and it is dqubted if Australia 
has now a better all-round piaver. He still 
scores most consistently and séidom fails 
to run up a dig total, his SO against All 
England in the second test match being 
among his most recent good performances. 
He is also obtaining great success with the 
ball in England, his high delivery and 
culiar action. proving most effective. is 
bowling has always tay most deadly, 
and, by the way, he holds a record never 
approached by ony yer Australian bowler. 
In the game in 1 between the Anglo-Aus- 
tralian team and Combined Australia he 
teok a)! 10 wickets for 66 runs. 

Harry Graham is another member of the 
team who has been seen here before. He 
was born near Melbourne in 1870, and he 
made his début in first-class cricket in his 
twentieth year. Although his batting here 
in 1893 showed him distinctly out of form, 
his performance in England that year was 
one of the most brillfant features of the 
tour. He then scored 107 against All Eng- 
land, 219 agatnst Derbyshire, and ended the 
tour with the best average of the team. 
This year he has suffered. much from sci- 
atica, but he has played many brilliant 
innings in England, among which his 96 
against Notts was one of his best. 

e junior of the team is Clem Hill, a 
brilliant left-hand batsman with a remark- 
able record for high scoring. When he was 
only fifteen he made 330 for his school 
eleven, Prince Alfred College, Adelaide, and 
f® has since kept up his splendid batting. 
He is now only eighteen vears of e, but 
is undoubtedly one of the very best bats of 
the team. Against A. EB. Stoddard’s’ English 
eleven in Australia last Winter he played 
two fine innings of 150, not out, and 66. He 
made 206 for th Australia against New 
South Wales without a semblance of a 
chance. He is a clean hitter, with excellent 
defense, and can al keep wickets when 
occasion requires. His best innings in Hng- 
Jand this season have been his recent scores 
of 118 against Surrey and 180 against 


Wales, twenty-nine years: of-age, and is the 

foremost batsman of his colony.

Hugh Trumble is another of the five well 
Known in the United States. He did not 
do himself justice on the American tour, 
but he is now considered one of the best 
all-round players in Australia. He is over 
6 feet 3 inches in height, and he makes 
the most of this in bow wling a high delivery 
ball, which appears to come out of the 
clouds, so far up does he get his hand. He 
has also done brilHant work as a fast-scor- 
ing batsman, while his long reach makes 
him one of.the best fielders at short slip 
ever seen. He has nét been particularily 
successful with the bat in England this 
season, but has proved most effective asa 
bowler. 

c. J. Eady, the Tasmanian representative 
on the team, is another six-footer, who 
goes 2 iuches over that margin, He holds 
the Australian record for the feat of Pots 
ing two centuries in a match, his 116 and 
112, not out, for Tasmania against Victoria 
constituting the only instance in which the 
feat has been performed in an important 
match in Anstralia. He is also a fast 
bowler, of the Jones pattern, and Is alto- 
gether a most useful man. 

The attractive style of little S. EB. Gregory 
created a most favorable impression in 
this city in. 1893. He was born in Sydney 
in 1870, and soon made his mark on the 
cricket field. Outside his batting ability, 
he is one of the most brilliant cover points 
playing that important position, and the 
amount of ground he can cover and the 
number of runs he can save.is truly mar- 
velous. He has proved a century plant in 
England this season, and has several times 
batted most brililantly. In 
match against England he played a grand 
inning of 103, and he has hardly failed to 
come off in any games played. 

T. R. McKibbin, another New South 
Welshman, twenty-six years of age, is one 
of the chief bowlers of the team. He has 
done splendid work in Australia with a 
good length ball, which he can break both 
ways. He has had plenty of wickets fall 
to his credit in England, and if the wicket 
be at all “ sticky,” he is sure to prove most 
dangerous. 

Aithough first brought into prominence as 
a bowler, little H. Donnan, who is’ only 
6 feet 6 inches In height, has since devel- 
oped into a fine, steadv batsman, with a 
defense as sound as that of A. C. Banner- 
man. He has played some dine innings on 
the English tour, notably 167 against Der- 
byshire and 80 against Hampshire, and 
should be heard from in this co untry, 

The New-Yorkers who face these men 
will require to put forth t! vein best efforts 
to make @ creditable showing. It is quite 
possible that in the selection of the team 
the New-Jerseys will keep exclusively td 
their own membership They have un- 
doubtedly the strongest eleven in New- 
York, but they would certainly require a 
few good change bowlers who would give 
Cobb and Kelly a required rest. J. Adams, 
it is understood, will be eligible to play 
in any case, but his leg balls should prove 
easy for the Australians.

CAUSED ISOLDE’S ACCIDENT. 


The Coroner’s Jury Said the Meteor 

Accidentally Struck the Isolde 
‘and the Mast of That Yacht Killed 
Baron Zediwitz—The Disaster 
Brought the English Yachting 
Season to a Close Suddenly—Tes- 
timony of Witnesses. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

GOSPORT, England, Aug. 22.—The Isolde 
disaster has paralyzed yacht racing in the 
English Channel. The Prince of Wales has 
ordered Britannia to Cowes to get the 
damage done by Isolde’s bowsprit and bows 
repaired, after which the cutter is to stop 
racing for the season. Ailsa and Satanita, 
it is reported, are also to haul down their 
racing flags for the season. This means, of 
course, that Capt. Gomes of. the Meteor 
will get his blessings from yacht clubs 
whose regattas have been spoiled, as well 
as from owners, whose sport and prizes will 
be lost, and more bitterly by Captains and 
crews, whose racing money will be lost, . 

The body of Baron Zediwitz of Isolde has 
been embalmed and sent to,Germany, to 
Dresden, for burial. The post-mortem ex- 
amination of the body showed that the 
skull had been fractured and two ribs 
broken, which quite accounts for the 
Baron’s unconscious state previous to his 
death, 

The Coroner's inquest over the death of 
Baron Zediwitz at Cowes was an absurd 
farce. The jury with whom lay the ver- 
dict were, of course,‘ townsmen of Ryde, 
whose acquaintance with yacht racing must 
have been vague, indeed: Since the Sum- 
mer, or yachting season, at Ryde is what 
the shopkeepers at Ryde live upon, it was 
not likely customers were to be frightened 
away by plain speaking or any condemna- 
tion of yacht owners or yacht Captains. 
In consequence, the verdict of this jury 
found no one to blame. The foreman of the 
jury explained that the Meteor accidentally 
struck the Isolde, and that Isolde’s falling 
mast struck Baron Zediwitz, inflicting 
“ mortal internal injuries,’’ from which he 
“instantly died.”’ Since the Baron was 
still alive for nearly an hour after the 
acecldent, it cannot be said the Baron’s 
death was instantaneous, but the verdict 
was framed to continue the patronage by 
yacht owners and yacht Captains of ,the 
and is quite outside of 
eriticism, 

Capt. Carter of the Britannia, which cut- 
ter was struck. by Isolde, explained at the 
inquest that Meteor tried to pass on the 
wrong side of Britannia, which, of course, 
was done to prevent Meteor’s canvas from 
being blanketed by Britannia, and Meteor's 
speed checked. Capt..Carter also explained 
to the Coroner that there was no room 
between Britannia and Isolde for the Me- 
teor to pass on the weather side of Brit- 
annia. J 

The inquest was, of course, official, since 
the Coroner cautioned Capt. Gomes of the 
Meteor in giving his evidence not to say 
anything that‘ would incriminate himself 
This caution {s only given to witnesses who 
are in danger of being tried as criminals, 
and given in this case proves that the Court 
had a suspicion that Capt. Gomeg would be 
Capt.

The result was that Meteor’s 
went through the after-part of 
mainsall and her stem crashed 
port quarter of Isolde, Isolde “was swung 
round stem on to Britannia and’ ran her 
bowsprit through the broudside of that cut- 
ter into her main cabin. 

The reason explained for Isolde’s bow be- 
ing shoved across Meteor’s bow was that 
the twenf¥-rater Saint, being astern and to 
leaward of Isoide, was afraid of being run 
into by the Meteor, which was overtaking 
the Saint rapidly, and this cutter luffed up 
to save herself. But Sdint’s bowsprit not | 
being clear, the outer end of Isolde’s boom 
struck it and tilted Isolde toward Meteor. 

Capt. Gomes seemed to think that Saint’s | 
striking Isolde’s boom cleared Meteor from 
blame. But it did nothing of the sort. Saint 
was luffed to save her being struck by 
Meteor, and, of course, Meteor, as may be 
seen, was the original cause of the acci- 
dent. 

Meteor might have cleared Isolde by bear- 
ing away, but Britannia was.to leeward 
and Meteor would have run into that cut- 
ter. All this any competent racing Captain 
would have seen at a glance, but Gomes 
is not a competent racing Captain. On the 
contrary, he is one of the most arrogant 
British racing Captains, and the nate 
trophe at Portsmouth has proved it.

The prospect 
at present is that this year’s corn crop 
may be even greater than last year’s, 
that almost as many potatoes will be pro- 
duced, and that last year’s great crop of 
apples will be surpassed. The orchards 
of the United Staies and Ganada bore 
not less than 60,000,000 bushels of apples 
in 1895, or from 7,000,000 to 10,000,000 
more, it is estimated, than they had borne 
in any preceding season. 

“ According to general opinion,” says 
The Commercial Bulletin, “the foreign 
demand is the only salvation for the ap- 
ple market here.’ [t may not be known 
generally that we export large quantities 
of apples. Here are the values for the 
last two fiscal years:

THE KFFEOT UPON RAILAOADS. 


The chief argument of the advyovates of 
the free coinage of silyer is that it would 
increase prices and relieve debtors. That 
necessarily implies that it would debase 
the standard of value, whatever may be 
said of the cenfiicting statements that sil- 
ver would rise to the gold level and thet 
gold would sink to the silver level, or 
that they would meet somewhere be- 
tween. There would, in point of fact, be 
ailver monometallism and no “ parity of 
value” at 16 to 1, but that the standard 
would be lowered to increase prices and 
make debt paying easier is admitted by 
the silyer men and is their favorite ar- 
gument. 

As we haye had occasion to point out 
before, there Is one business of vast ex- 
tent and importance in this country, em- 
ploying hundreds of thousands of men 
and ministering to the imperative needs 
of all industry and trade, which would be 
affected in a pecullarly disastrous way by 
this policy. That is the railroad busi- 
ness, including that of local transit in 
cities and towns. There is in most, if not 
all, States a Jegal limit upon rates of 
fare, which KH would be very difficult to 
get raised, In some States freight rates 
are also regulated by law, and everywhere 
they are kept low by competition and 
would be extremely difficuli to advance. 

It would be next to impossible for rail- 
road corporations to increase their re- 
ceipts with advancing prices, because the 
price of their service could hardly be ad- 
vanced at all and certainly could not be 
advanced at an equal pace with other 
prices. What would be the result? The 
value of the receipts—their paying power 
--would necessarily be diminished. Much 
of the fixed charges in interest on bonds 
is by contract payable in gold and could 
not be lessened. The cost of materials 
and supplies for equipment and operation 
would inevitably be increased. Is there 
any possibility that they would Increase 
the wages of their workmen under such 
a pressure upon their resources, so as to 
keep pace with the rising cost of Mving? 
It is doubtful if they could maintain the 
same nominal rate in the cheaper cur- 
rency, even though they gave up divi- 
dends upon capital altogether. 

A lowering of the money standard by 
the free coinage of silver would probably 
force into bankruptcy every railroad cor- 
poration in the United States. spreading 
disaster far and wide. Many of them 
have been in the hands of receivers dur- 
ing the past two or three years and others 
have had a desperate struggle to main- 
tain themselves. The average of divi- 
Gends has hardly been over 1 per cent. 
and scores of roads have paid nothing. 
Millions of securities have been wiped 
| out, and while capital has sustained enor- 
mous losses: labor has been pald so long 
ag the lines were operated. But give the 
terrible squeeze of a debased currency to 
‘the value of their recelpts, and many

AUTUMNAL ‘TYPHOID, 


At this season of the year there is al- 
ways a very perceptible increase of the 
number of cases of typhoid fever in cities 
which have supplies of water from pro- 
teeted sources as well as in villages and 
small towns, The original agent of infec- 
tion is in nearly ail cases polluted water, 
although it frequently happens that the 
germs of the disease are transmitted by 
the agency of milk to a large group of 
persons from one or two typhoid patients 
whose illness was caused by the use of 
water from some contaminated well -or 
stream, Our exchanges now report an 
exceptional mortality from this fever in 
many places, 

In the warm season a great many per- 
sons leave their homes in the cities or the 
small towns and live for a time in places 
—on the hills or at the shore—where the 
sources of the water supply are not prop- 
erly guarded. Many a resident of the 
town has been poisoned with the germs 
of typhoid drawn from the cool depths 
of a well in the country with water pol- 
luted from some accumulation of sewage 
or refuse near at hand. While in these 
days the proprietors of large hotels at 
shore resorts as a rule pay much atten- 
tion to their water supplies, it should be 
remembered that provision for a supply 
is sometimes of a temporary character 
and that the laws of modern sanitation 
are not carefully observed by all who en- 
tertain the “Summer boerder.” More- 
over, infection may be communicated by 
means of ice as well as through the agen- 
ey of water and milk. Even those who 
are familiar with the teachings of prac- 
tital sanitary science concerning infec- 
tion sometimes fail to protect themselves. 
Dr. WiLson, Professor of Sociai and Po- 
litical Science in Brown University, and 
his wife are now in the hogpttal at Provi- 
dence suffering from typhoid fever. They 
had been living at the seashore in a house 
which had not been occupied for three 
years. The only local source of water 
supply was a cistern In the cellat, and 
this was in a foul condition. They pro- 
cured water elsewhere, but it is supposed 
that, owing to ihe carelessness of some 
one, a part of the supply used in the fam- 
ily was taken from the cistern. It is 
known that this water was most danger- 
ously contaminated. 

Those who leave their hames for weeks 
in the warm season should satisfy them- 
selyes as to the quality of the water and 
the ice supplied for their use by the per- 
sons who provide for their wants. It is 
rarely practicable to ascertain whether 
the milk supply is properly protected. 
The day is coming, however, when «a 
majority of the dairies and dairy herds 
will be subjected to official sanitary in- 
spection. Some progress has recently 
been made in the protection and purifica- 
tion of ice supplies, and the commercial! 
value of drinking water that is above 
suspicion is more clearly perceived every 
year by hotel landlords and those who 
control the management of Summer sget- 
tlements in the mountains or by the sea.

“GOLD THE ‘WORLD STANDARD. 


een 
Eaward Atkinsow’s 
American Selen tists, 


Papec Hefore 


: 
Edward Atkinson of Bostoo read a paper | 


on money before Section I. of the Amer- 
ican Assoctation for the Advancement of 
Science, in Buffalo, on Friday of iast week. 
In his conclusion, after a review of the 
history of money, he said: 

“From the point of view of a scientific 
@>server, this sequence of events offers a 
most interesting study of the real con+ 
trolling forees which govern monetary 
science, in spite of det¢rees, statutes, or 
treaties. From time to time, beginning 
with the cow, iron, copper, lead, furs, tea 
in bricks, tobacco, wampum, iron hoes, 
bronze knives, and many viher substances 
have for a time been made use of as 
the money of a people of a given place, all 
serving a useful purpose and all represent- 
ing a portable or transferable article of 
highest estimation in that place at that 
period. 

‘But in the progress of time. and with 
the advancement of intelligence in the con- 
duct of trade and commerce, all these 
various substances have either been given 
up, wittingly or unwittingly, until gold, 
passing by weight, has become the stand- 
ard, or unit of value, of the world’s corna- 
merce, to which standard the coin or unit 
of value of every intelligent or progressive 
nation is now being adjusted.

Many Questions to Came Before Them 
for Discussion—Ministerial Crisis 
Still Looked Fot—Emperor Will- 
a jiam’s Programute for the Coming 
 Week—Great Britain’s Zanzibar 
Proceediugs Disapproved by the 
German Goyernment.

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—It is now announced 
that the annual congress of the German 
Socialists will Sieblichen, 
Near Gotha, on Oct. it. 
intended to hold the congress in the City 
of Gotha, but this was found impossible 
for the reason that the Executive Com- 
tmitiee of the Socialists was refused the 
occupancy of any hall in that city capable 
of contaitiing the mumber of persons who 
would be present as delegates, to say noth- 
ing of the spectators, the owners declining 
to allow their halls to be used for the pur# 
pose of Socialist meetings. 

The programme of the congress is heavily 
charged with resolutions, in which a num- 
ber of new questions appear. Foremost 
of these is the question of reorganizing the 
Directing Committee and the local commit- 
tees, whose working mechanism suffered 
to a great degree under the decrees issued 
against Socialists by Herr von Killer dur- 
ing the latter part of that gentleman’s 
occupancy of the post of Prussian Minister 
of the Interior. Then there are the reports 
of Herr Bebel, the Socialist leader in the 
Reichstag, upon the International Socialist 
Congress, recently held in London, apply- 
img to the German Socialists the lessons 
which the Continenta! Socialists learned at 
the Tyondon congress, and the 
teinly be a lively discussion of Her Bebel's 
presentation of his views and recommenda- 
tions. 

Next the congress will be asked to pro- 
Miounce in favor of proportional representa- 
tion. in ‘the electoral system. It is only 
matural that the delegates to the congress 
should support the proposal for prepor- 
tional representation, which, if the method 
should he applied, would have the effect 
of sending ninety-five Socialists to the 
Reichstag instead of forty-three, as at pres- 
ent. The debate on this question will be 
purely academic, there is not the re- 
motest chance that the system of propor- 
tienal representation will prevail in Ger- 
many. Among the other subjects of debate 
by the congress will be Dr. Lutgenan’s re- 
perts on the. proportional representation 
system, Frau Clara Ketiin's paper on Wo- 
than’s Rights,.and Herr Awuer’s report on the 
question of organization. 

The meeting is like to be an exceedingly 
lively and interesting one, despite the fact 
that the Anarchists will be kept out of the 
congress, for there is certain to be a row 
over the upheaval which has occurred 
Within the fold of the Vorwirts, the jead- 
ing organ ef the Ge 
the editors of which journal, headed by 
Dr. Adolf Eraun, published a protest in the 
leading column of the Vorwirts on Thurs- 
Gay, denouncing Herr Liebknecht’s dicta- 
torial management of the paper. Whether 
Liebknecht. be present in Berlin or ab- 
sent from the eity, he absolutely controls 
the policy of the Vorwirts, without even 
the pretense of consulting -with his col- 
leagues. ‘If,’ says the protest of the 
editors, “the authority of Herr Liebknecht 
is alone competent to decide all questions, 
we unanimously resign our connection with 
the puper.’’ 

The immediate ground of quarrel’ 
Which has resulted in the withdrawal of 
the principsl editors of the Vorwiirts was 
the action of Herr Liebknecht in disavow- 
ing am attack made in the paper upon the 
Socialist leader, Herr Quarck of Frank- 
fort, apropos of his scheme for the estab- 
Mshment of workingmen’s syndicates, To 
the general public this disputing over So- 
cialist jealousies and the open exhibition 
ef insubordination of the minor leaders 
in the Socialist Party presents a pitiful 
Spectacle and is greatly weakening popu- 
lar belief in force as a ‘political factor.

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FOREIGN DIPLOMATS TELL HIM 
HE MUST ACT FIRMLY. 

The Riots and Murders in Constanti- 
nople Must Be Stopped—I¢ He 
Does Not Prevent Them the Con- 
Sequences Will Be Unpleasant for 
Him—Everything Quiet in the 
City, but Shots Were Fired and 
Bombs Exploded Saturday. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 80.—The city 
to-day has been quiet, and no reports of 
.further disturbances have been received, It 
is officially announced that the Government 
has decided to leave it to the choiee of the 
residents whether or not the city shall, be 
iluminated to-morrow evening upon the 
oceasion of the twentieth anniversary of 
the accession to the throne of the Sultan. No 
pyrotechnic displays will be permitted, how- 
ever, 

Last night a number of shots were fAfed 
and bombs exploded in the Galata quarter. 


,Six Armenians were arrested. Bombs were 


also thrown at the offices of the Crédit 
Lyonnais and the Tobacco Regie. 

The foreign diplomats yesterday, after 
holding a somewhat protracted conference, 
wired a strongly worded note to the Yildiz 
Palace, appealing to the Sultan directly, in 
the name of the countries they represented, 
to gut a stop to the horrors which were 
being enacted, and of which, in some in- 
Stances, members of the various embassies 
had been eye witnesses. 

The foreign representatives in their note 
mentioned the violation and pillage of the 
homes of foreigners and the massacre of 
Armenians, and warnec the Sultan of the 
stave consequences which would ensue if a 
stop were not put to the k'lling and pillage. 

LONDON, Aug. 80.—The Daily News to- 
morrow will publish a diapatch from Con- 


stantinople, giving a report of an inter- 
view with Mr. Barker, who, instead of 
Gov. Vincent, as before reported, was held 
&s @ hostage by the Armenians who seized 
the Ottoman Bank on Wednesday last. 


| Mr. Barker says his captors told) him they 


came from Macedonia, and that they in- 
tended also to attack the Porte and the 
Patriarchate, to. blow up the Voivoida Po- 
lice Station, and to seize the Credit Lyon- 
nais, but matters were precipitated at the 
Ottoman Bank. 

They further said that they would short- 
ly return to Constantinopie, and persist in 
their demands upon the Government until 
they should get what they requested, 
namely, the reforms formulated by + the 
powers in 1895, together with complete 
automony for the province. 





NO REAL CRISIS IN JAPAN. 
The Resignation of the Cabinet Has 
No Political Menning. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 80.--The only sig- 
nifieance to be attached to the resignation 
of the entire Japanese Cabinet, which was 
apparently not deemed of sufficient im- 
portance in Tokio official circies to notify 
the Legation at Washington, is thought 
here to be wholly personal. Count Ito havy- 
ing resigned after long wishing to be re- 
lieved of official cares, his colleagues have 
formaily tendered their resignations on the 
appointment of his successor to give the 
new Premier, Count Kuroda, an oppor- 


; tunity to select his own associates. 


At the Legation here confidence is ex- 
pressed that no crisip exists, as rumored 
from a usually unreliable source, as Count 
Ito's intention to retire has been known 
to the general public for some time. 

Count Kuroda had préviously filled the 
Premiership, but on account of a difference 
with Parliament about five rears ago. was 
succeéded by Yamagata, who in turn was 
Ito’s predecessor. Parliament is net now 
in session, and it is therefore preposterous 
to attempt to attribute any political rea- 
sons for the Cabinet change. 





PHILIPPINE REBELS DISPERSED. 


More Troops to be Sent to Manila by 
the Spantards, 


MADRID, Aug. 30.--The Governor of the 
Philippine Islands telegraphed to-day to the 
Home Government that he easily dispersed 
a force of 1,000 armed rebels who gathered 
in groups after it became known that the 
conspiracy for the securing of independ- 
ence for the islands, in which they were 
concerned, had been discovered. The Gov- 
ernor further states that he drove 4,000 of 


the conspirators, most of whom were poorly 
armed, to the wooded mountains. 

He asks that a force of 1,000 infantry and 
1,000 marines be sent to Manila at once. 
The Government will grant his request and 
immediately dispatch two warships to the 
Philippines, 





PRINCE ROSTOVSKY DEAD. 


The Russian Foreign Minister Sud- 
denly Taken Away. 


LONDON, Aug. 20.—The Daily ‘Telegraph

The Rev. . Dr. 
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Against the Silver Craze, 


The Rev. Dr. R. 8. MacArthur preached 
last evening at the Calvary Baptist Church 
at Fifty-seventh Street and Seventh Ave- 
nue; on “'The Political Caves of the Adul- 
‘lamites."’ The preacher took his text from 
First Samvei, xxii, 1-2, “David fled for 
refuge to the caves of Adullam,.” Dr. 
MacArthur said that David was tn trouble 
at this time, and was something of a free~ 
‘booter. The people who gathered with him 
sought to evade the payment of obligations 
and went on the assumption that creditors 
had no rights which debtors were bound 
to respect. A class like this, he said, were 


in the present cave of Adullam. Continuing, 


he said: 


“It matters not whether they be work- 


ing men who n their money by honest 
‘toll; it matters not though @ great rail- 
way corporation pays $4,000,000 to stock- 
holders and $16,000,000 to wage earners, the 
man who has anything saved up by industry 
and economy is objectionable to the idle 
and worthless Adullamites, who will neither 
earn nor save anything. The discontented 
class is always a large one and is found in 
every community, but he is their foe and 
not their friend who fans the flames of their 
discontent. He is a reprehensible demagogue 
who will use their discontent to their own 
hurt and to advance his own selfish ambi- 
tions. } 

“TI frankly admit that there are grounds 
of discontent in the United States to-day. 
This Republic has been badiy governed dur- 
ing, the past few years. It is useless to deny 
this fact. We had a cave of Adullam a few 
years ago. It has now found a new leader, 
but the same elements are there still. We 
ought to inquire as to the cause and cure 
of this discontent. Patriotism and religion 
gught to combine in visiting the cave of 
Adullam, and In suggesting remedies for 
existing evils. The present leaders of the 
Adullamites will never give them the re- 
lief they need. Relief will not come from 
anarchy, from dishonest money, nor from 
any form of demagogism. History, patriot- 
ism, and religion show that we need other 
remedies than the present leaders pro- 
pose. 

“The silver craze is the lineal descendant 
of the greenback movement. China once 
trfed a currency made from the bark of the 
mulberry tree, but prices became so in- 
flated that it was found necessary to give 
a donkey load of this coin for the rice for a 
Chinaman’s dinner. Li Hung Chang could 
give points to Bryan and his copartners 
as to the evil ef an infiated currency in 
Chinese history. Great Britain and France 
also passed through similar inflated periods 
with equally fatal results. 

“ We want no tyros upsetting sound finan- 
cial methods. We want no dema,ogutes 
climbing into office over the ruins of great 
enterprises and over the hopes of betrayed 
people. The chief business of religion is 
not to get men Into heaven, but to get 
heaven into men. It is not to keep men out 
of perdition,. but to get perdition out of 
men. Judas betrayed Christ for thirty pieces 
of silver; shall we betray Him again, his 
Church, Christianity, the Republic, and our 
own character, by voting for, taking, and 
owning a lying dollar? 

“The silver Judas took burned his 
palm. The great degraded dollar it is now 
proposed to give us would burn the con- 
science of every noble American citizen. 
Away with the filthy, false, fatal doliar.”’

His Beautifal Tribute.

No more magnificent tribute has ever been 
laid on a coffin. It was three feet in diam- 
eter and formed of superb bay leaves and 
white and mauve South American orchids, 
and was tied with extra-wide yellow velvet 
ribbons. 

There was a hushed murmur of applause 
as Harl Li bent, took up the wreath, and 
éatered the crypt with his interpreter, Lo, 
and Gen. Porter and Col. Grant. The Vice- 
roy looked inquiringly at Mrs. Grant's 
wreath hung on the end of the casket at 
dawn. Then by the aid of his interpreter 
he inguired where his emblem of respect 
and sympathy should be placed, and Mrs. 
Gtant’'s wreath was #o arranged that the 
great Chinaman hung his s0 that both 
covered the end of the coffin, 

All who.saw Li Hung Chang just then say 
that he controlled his emotion, but the 
full meaning of the situation was not lost 
to him. He was silent for awhile, and then 
he began.to question. Through Col, Grant 
he reviewed briefly the General’s career and 
the circumstances of his death. 

Then he was vastly interested in the 
teraporary erypt and the rising and almost 
completed and lasting monument.

Then the Oriental stepped backward a 
few paces, still facing the casket, again 
clasped his bands and bowed, and again, in 
the privacy that chance gave him, his lips 
told that his thoughts and sentiments were 
with the man who had esteemed him. 

As quickly as he carried out the plous 
impulse, so quickly was he the impassive 
Eastern diplomat again. But for a twitch- 
ing of the muscles of his face, as he stepped 
on the platform, nothing betrayed his re- 
cent yielding to a prompting of the heart.

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KILLED IN A RAILROAD WRECK. 


A Newspaper Train Crashes inte a 
Freight with Fatal Results, 


ORANGE, Mass., Aug. 30.—Engineer Will- 
jam Clements, aged about thirty-five years, 
was instantly killed shortly after 5 o'clock 
this morning in a collision on the Fitchburg 
Raiiroad, half a mile east of this place. 
George Fowler, the tiréman, was fatally in- 
jured, and W. 8S. Sexton, a brakeman, re- 
ceived a bad cut on the head, and was un- 
conscious for several hours. 

A big passenger engine, 
cars, loaded with merchandise, and one 
passenger coach were almost totally 
wrecked. The money loss is estimated at 
from $40,000 to $60,000. ; 

Special Freight No. 257, west-bound, 
passed Athol, carrying a safety signal and 
orders to run to Krving, nine miles west, 
where it was to get out of the way of the. 
west-hound newspaper train. It is said 
that between Athol end Orange the special 
freight broke apart, and, as there was not 
sufficient time to get to Erving, an at- 
tempt was made to reach the east-bound 
track in the Orange yard. The freight 
train was backing at the rate of ten miles 
an hour, to reach a cross-over track, when 
the rear end was struck by the engire of 
the paper train, which was running — -out 
forty miles an hour. The engine ran 
through the twelve freight cars, or tossed 
them aside, then left the tracks, Tan on @ 
bank and stone ledge, and there turned on 
its side. ‘ 

Engineer Clements was thrown backward 
fifty feet, and his body was so wedged he- 
tween the first passenger coach and thé 
wrecked freight cars that it was necessary 
to cut a hole in the passenger coach to 
get it. out Fireman Fowler was thrown

was partly covered by coal. His left leg 
was dislocated at the hip, there were three 
bad euts in ‘his head, and a large wood 
splinter was driven through his skull, pene- 
trating his brain.

He says that he was over a quarter 
of a mile in the rear of the special freight, 
vigorously waving his red lantern, and that 
when the paper train did not stop, he shout- 
ed and sent his lantern crashing into the 
engine as it passed. He also claims that 
he set the usual torpedoes, but the explo- 
sions were not heard by any one oi: the 
train. ; ‘ 

It is said that a green cautionary signal 
was shown at Athol when the paper train 
passed there. It was eight hours before a 
track was cleared through the wreck, and 
2 wrecking force is still at work there

CORONA, .L. L, Aug. 30.—Funeral serv- 
ices were held here this afternoon over the 
bedy of Harry Hill at the hotel and resi- 
dence of his son on Jackson Avenue. There 
was a crowd of about 500 persons about the 
house while the séryices were in progress, 
but most of them were residents o? this 
Place and had congregated out of idle cu- 
riosity rather than out of respect for the 


“memory of the dead man. 


It was at first intended to hold the serv- 
ices in the room over the ®arroom of the 
hotel, but when the crowd was seen the two 
sons of the ‘dead man concluded that the 
place would not be large enough to accom- 
modate the throng. Somebody suggested 
that the casket be placed on the lawn ad- 
joining the house, and the idea was carried 
out. Undertaker Skelton of Newtown, with 
his assistants, carried the casket into the 
open air, where it was surrounded by the 
crowd of people, 

Thirty-four members of Lafayette Lodge, 
No, 64, F. and A. M., were in attendance in 
full regalia and conducted the services. 
Worshipful Master Joseph Tenny made a 
few preliminary remarks and then Senior 
Warden Lacherty preached the sermon. His 
remarks were very general in character, 
and but little was said of the dead man’s 
past. After the services the hearse, fol- 
lowed by twenty carriages, proceeded to 
Cedar Grove Cemetery, about a mile from 
here, where the burial took place. The 
Masons proceeded to the grave on foot, 
acting as an escort to the body. 

When Harry Hill was proprietor of the 
widely known establishment at the corner 


of Houston and Crosby Streets, New-York,

Fifth, Who Did Not Dare to Make | 
the Attempt, Tells How the Plans |

Not Been Caught. 


The four boys, ranging in age from fit- 
teen to eighteen years, who escaped from 
the ‘Queens County Jafl Saturday evening 
between 8 and 9 o'clock, adopted a plan to 
peoure their freedom which ‘the majority 
of their superiors both in age and strength 
svould have shrunk from even to save their 
Jives. There was another boy in the party, 
but he lacked the courage of his companions 
and remained behind. 

The four who escaped were awaiting trial 
on different charges, They were John Hall, 
eighteen years old, and Charles Ward, col- 
ored, fifteen years old, charged with steal- 
ing a horse at Roslyn on Aug. 17; Clarence 
Jones, fifteen years old, charged with 
robbing a jewelry store at Astoria on 
Avg. 26, and Albert Hicks, charged with 
stealing a sallboat ‘at College Point on 
Aug. 20. Jacob Rosenthal, sixteen years 
old, the one who remained behind, is 
charged with being implicated with Jones 
fn the Astoria burglary. 

The five bovs occupied two large rooms 
on top jail building. The 
rooms open into a smal! corridor to give 
ahe occupants access to the bathroom, and 
mre mot kept locked because there is a heavy 
fron de@r leaging into the main corridor 
which was supposed to be sufficient te 
guard against all attempts to escape.

‘John Bradley, Alias “ Chinee” Brad- 
ley, a Well-Known Thief, Forced 
an Entrance into a Chinese Laun- 
dry on Third Avenue, but Found 
No Booty—The Alarm Was Given 
and a Struggle Followed with 
Citizens and the Patrolman. 


John Bradley, alias “ Chinee” Bradley, 
@ well-known negro thief, about twenty- 
five years of age, was shot and killed by 
a policeman yesterday afternoon while try- 
ing to rob the laundry of Sam Lee, at 
388 ‘Third Avenue. Patrolman William 


J. Miller of the Bast Thirty-fifth Street 
Station shot the negro while resisting ar- 
rest, the bullet entering. the thief’s right 
eye. 

Bradiey had no money 
but had seven pawn tickets for 
and other articles, 

Policeman Miller was standing at Thirty- 
second Street and Third Avenue about 6 
o’clock, when a man named John Walker of 
229 East Twenty-ninth Street ran up to 
him and said, excitedly, that a negro was 
attempting to rob the Chinese laundry at 
888 Third Avenue. Miller jumped aboard 
a swiftly moving up-town cable car and 
speedily reached the laundry, which is near 
Twenty-eighth Street. He was about to 
try to enter the laundry door when Frank 
Noble of 60 East One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Street told him that the negro was 
trying to escape by the upper floor. 

Policeman Miiler ran to the door, found 
it open, and bounded up the dozen steps. 
At the top he nearly ran into the colored 
man, Who was running along the narrow 
hallway. The policeman without any hesi- 
tation seized the negro by the throat. The 
burglar tried to evade the grasp, 
not succeed. 
from this head, he erappled with Miller. 
Failing to shake the officer off, he reached 
his hand around toward his hip pocket. 
Miller thrust him against the wall, and, 
raising his revolver, which he had taken 
from his pocket while coming up the stains, 
brought it om” a level with the negro’s 
right eye. 

‘Don't resist, or I'll ehoot,’’ said Miler, 
who was terribly in earnest. The negro 
tried once more to shake off the policeman, 
and, failing again. put his band to his hip. 
Miller says he didn’t mean to _ shoot 
to kul, but he shot at him and the 
bullet entered exactly in the colored man’s 
right eye, and passed through to the brain 
In an instant he was dead. He sank into 
the policeman’s arms. 

Wacker and Noble had been at the foot 
of the stairs watching the struggle, and 
Miller told them to summon an ambulance. 
Policeman McEntee sent to Bellevue Hos- 
pital for one, and when it arrived Dr. Slade, 
the accompanying surgeon, pronounced the 
néfrv aead. 

In the colored man’s hip pocket, which he 
haa tried to reach when struggling with 
the policeman, was found a drill or chisel. 
It is about six Inches lony. 

What the negro wanted or expected to 
get in a Chinese laundry is puzzling the 
police. Qn the first floor of the house, 
above the laundry, Is a restaurant, which 
ac the hour he entered the laundry was 
filled with diners. He got into the house by 
the stairs and hallway, in which he was 
afterword killed, and thence made his way 
to the small yard in the rear. 

Bradley went to the rear part of the 
laundry, and found that to get in he would 
have to pry a heavy wire door off a wiii- 
dow. This he tried to do with his small 
“jimmy,"’ but, meeting with no success, he 
looked around and spied a large crowbar, 
nearly three feet long and an inch thick, 
lying on the ground not far from him. He 
picked it up coolly, and again went to work. 
This time he succeeded in getting the cag- 
ing off the Window, and, without even look- 
ing around to see if he was watched, he 
climbed through the opening, and so into 
the laundry. 

The man was as careless, say James 
Hamilton and William Jones, who watched 
him, as he could possibly have been. He 
calmly went to the cash drawer, where he 
found nothing. He was at this when 
Wacker, who had been warned by Ham- 
iton to get 2 policeman, ran out into the 
etreet. The thief was rummaging about 
when he saw Wacker leave the house. 
Then he first) concluded that there was 
something wrong, and bounded toward the 
rear part of the store, 

The two men stepped away from the 
window and let the negro out. As he dropped 


from the opening they grabbed for him, 
but he eluded them. He started for a fence, 
about five feet higb, in the rear of the yard, 
by which he might have escaped to Twen- 
ty-seventh Street. This he partly climbed, 
but Hamilton caught him by the coat 
tail and pulled him down, tearing off the 
tall as he did so. The negro was up quicker 
than the men could recover themselves, 
and was at the top of the stairs leading to 
the restaurant in a jiffy. Hamilton and 
Jones yelled, but attracted no one’s atten- 
tion. At the head of the landing leading 
to the street door the thief met the police- 
man and his death.

Patrick Keily’s Fumity Escape Fire 
Hand over Hand on a Rope. 


Patrick Kelly, his wife Mary, and their 
three-year-old daughter, May, of 243 Pine 
Street, Jersey City, owe their escape from 
death by fire yesterday to their own cool- 
ness and bravery. 

The house is a four-story frame bulld- 
ing. The Kellys lived on the top floor. All 
the other tenants escaped without diffi- 
culty. Mr. and Mrs. Kelly were asleep at 
the time of the alarm. They were aroused 
by the child, who told them that “the 
house was full of smoke.” 

When they attempted to escape they 
found that the stairway had been burned 
away. Mrs. Kelly told her husband that 
there was a clothesline hanging from 4 
rear ‘window. She thought they might 
escape by the rope. 

When they appeared at 
fireman shouted to them 
were just breaking out of 
éows on the second floor and that the 
frent of the house was safest. Kelly cut 
the rope and pulled it into the window. 
Then he and Als wife and child made 
their way to a front room. Kelly pushed 
a bed to the window, tied one end of the 
clothesline to a post, the other end about 
the child's waist, and iowered her to the 
flremen, 

Mrs. Kelly got. out of the window and 
attempted to descend .the rope hand over 
hand. She had nesrly reached the second 
story when her grasp slipped, and though 
she did nor let go the rope her hands were 
terribly burned. 

As soon as he saw his wife and child 
safe, Kelly launched himself from the 
window and. was going down hand over 
hand when the rope broke. He fell about 
twelve feet, but* beyond bruises was un- 
hurt.

The religion of this sect is founded upon 
revelations of the Scriptures, and upon the 
fact that on Sept, 2, 1863, one Julius Stearng- 
novsky of Koenigsburg, Prussia, proclaimed 
that Christ had appeared to him and fixed 
the date of Wis second coming at just thir- 
ty-three ycurs later. 

The English session of the meeting yes- 
tercay afternoon was conducted by the as- 
sisiant pastor, After.a brief prayer. he 
beg:-n his sermon. 

will tell you a story that the world 
is taking little heed of,” he said. “it is 
that Christ will appear on the 2d of next 
September: 
are taking heed. How do we know it is 
true?

He said thai in 1863, when He 
revealed Himself to one of our brothers 
It has been almost thirty-three years ago 
that He came to Steangnovsky, in the North 
of Germany, and told him that in exacily 
thirty-three years from that time He would 
appear in the flesh again. 

“All denominations--the Methodists, the 
Baptists, the Presbyterians, the Catholics, 
and the Jews—say they are right. Who is 
right? Il am not saying this because I 
want you to believe me, but because !t is 
the blessed word of God. We believe that 
when the sun blazes up on the morning of 
Sept. 2 it will herald the coming of the 
Lord Himself, “The people will never be- 
lieve this, because they say ‘How can it 
be so?’ They are bullding their*®fine man- 
sions and believe they have yet many days 
to live. 

“It will not be so easy for the people 
who don’t believe this. They fancy they 
will not be punished; but, my friends, they 
will soon be calling upon the mountains to 
fall upon them and cover them up, They 
will wish they had never béen born. 

“There are only 3,000 or 4,000 of us in 
the whole world; and I am glad there are 
not more, because if everybody believed 
that He would come next Wednesday I 
could not believe it.

Chinese Easily Excited Against the 
“Foreign Devils.” 


TOKIO, Japan, Aug, 12, via San Francisco, 
Aug. 30.—An extraordinary instance of the 
readily excited anti-foreign inflammability 
of the lower orders in China has just oc- 
curred at Foo-Choo. July 10 some foreign- 
ers, accompanied by their servants, went 
for a short excursion from that city, and, 


the Scripture ; arriving at the temple of the Goddess of 


Mercy, in the suburbs, entered into conver- 
sation with the Abbess as to the meaning 
of some votive bags suspended in the tem- 
ple. 

The Abbess explained that the bags con- 
tained the names of children who on be- 
ing attacked by smallpox were brought to 
the ‘temple and offered at the altar of the 
goddess, after which ceremony—supposed to 
save their lives—they were taken away, the 
bags containing their names being left in 
their stead. While this conversation was 
going on @ crowd of children collected out- 
side and began crying out ‘ Foreign dev- 
ils!" 

The foreigners took no notice, but their 
servants rebuked the children, telling them 
that if they did not desist the foreigners 
would catch them. The children ran off in 
alarm and reported to their parents that 
foreigners had come to secure and carry 
thern off. A panic quickly ensued. The 
alarm was given, and amid the beating of 
gongs a large number of peasants and row- 
dies, variously armed, began to ‘assemble 
for the purpose of attacking the foreigners 
in the nunnery. Fortunately, the Elders of 
the place succeeded in quieting the tumult, 
and the foreigners got home without any 
knowledge of the fata they had so barely 
escaped. 

But the train bad been fired. Rumors 
were quickly spread that the foreigners, 
then engaged in building at Ching-Yang, 
wanted a number of children to bury at the 
foundations of the new houses, the ground 
being inconveniently soft, and that they 
were aiso about to steal all the name bags 
in the temples to be used as charms. 

A general stampede of children and fam- 
ilies took place, some flying from Foo-Choo 
and others running to tt for refuge. Some 
boats arriving at a place fifteen miles down 
the river were seen to be manned by per- 
sons wearing light jackets and Japanese- 
made straw hats. Those were mistaken 
for foreigners come to seize the name bags 
in the temple at the place, and a rush was 
made for the temple. 

The priests, closing the doors in appre- 
hension of a riot, were accused of having 
been bribed by the foreigners, and in the 
sequel the temple doors were broken, ihe 
priests badly beaten, and aii the name bags 
recovered by the people, who then started 
en masse for Foo-Choo. The mandarins 


are said to have made no attempt to allay 
the ‘absurd suspicions. ’ 
The story constitutes a stirring commen- 
tary of the ideas entertained about foreign- 
ers by the lower orders in China. Every- 
Where the theory seems to prevail that 
Chinese children are special objects of for- 
eign ferocity.
